There is food for serious 
thought 
I an address delivered Tuesday be- 
ore tho meeting of the American Bar 
association in Chicago by Edwin W. I 
ims, president of the Chicago Crime I 
Commission. 
Declaring that “crime 
lourishes in American cities because 
riminals 
escape 
punishment” 
and 
hat “the principle avenue of escape 
* the delay in the trial of criminal 
ases.” 
Mr. Sims 
proceeded to par­ 
ticularize as follows: 
“The speed 
with 
which crime is 
unished has a great deal more to do 
rith the preservation of law and or- 
er in the community than the severi- 
y of punishment. 
* “Criminal laws bear close analogy 
o natural laws. A child puts its hand 
a the fire but once. 
One experience 
* sufficient. 
It is not necessary that 
\he injury be severe. The natural law 
3 effective because the punishment is 
ilways instant and certain. 
On the 
»ther hand where punishment is slow­ 
er and farther removed from the vio- 
ation, we find a tendency among hu- 
nans to offend 
with 
much less con­ 
er!!. 
“In most American cities the crim- 
nal is warranted 
in 
assuming that 
; here is better than a fifty-fifty chance 
hat he will never even be arrested. If 
arrested there stands between him 
and actual punishment the possibility 
if escape on 
inadequate 
or ‘straw’ 
Dail. 
During a long line of continu- 
mces, the disappearance of death of 
he state’s witnesses is probable. Oth- 
3r avenues of escape are disagreement 
:>f the jury, a new trial, probation by 
lie trial 
judge, 
appeal 
to 
higher 
zoarts, reversal, another trial and if 
finally convicted and the conviction 
sustained on appeal, 
there 
still re­ 
mains the possibility of parole or par­ 
don. 
“A certain 
volume of crime is in­ 
evitable in every community. It is not 
accidental crime 
resulting from pas­ 
sionate outbursts which is stirring our 
communities. 
It is the growing belief 
that in our large cities crime has be­ 
come an established occupation carn­ 
ied on by men who 
have 
dedicated 
themselves to the business. 
This be­ 
lief is warranted by the fact that very 
frequently members of the same gang 
of criminals accumulate a number of 
additional indictments covering offen­ 
ses committed while out on bail await­ 
ing trial for the first offense. 
“There has been too much 
molly­ 
coddling of the less than one-third of I 
per cent of the population which is 
•criminal. 
We seem to have forgotten 
•that the small fraction of our popula­ 
tion which happens to be temporarily 
imprisoned in jails and penitentiaries 
is there because it should be punish­ 
ed. 
“In my opinion American cities 
which find that they 
are 
suffering 
from waves of crime can promptly ef­ 
fect a reduction by speeding up their 
machinery so that all criminal cases 
* are tried and disposed of within thirty 
,or sixty days of the commission of the 
offense. 
“Chicago’s 
answer to 
crime and 
lawlessness was ‘Clear the dockets of

It is now reported from Washington 
that President Harding has let it be 
known that he is opposed to any ac­ 
tion at this time providing for free 
passage of American coastwise ships 
through the Panama Canal.

originally by the 
Imperial 
Ottoman 
governm ent at 
constantinople. 
It has 
lately 
arranged to have 
printed in Italy a complete set c. ; 
new stam ps of 
its 
own, 
thereby 
making more valuable the tempor­ 
ary and surcharged 
stam ps 
used 
during the past two years. 
The surcharged stam ps, frequent­ 
ly taken from the 
offices 
of the 
m inisters of foreign affairs and the 
treasury, at Constantinople, have in 
several cases been surcharged with 
the lettering upside down. 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Robert 
Dunn, 
intelligence 
officer at the 
American embassy, Constantinople 
and owner of the single largest col­ 
lection of Turkish stam ps, has dur­ 
ing his various trips to the inter­ 
ior, formed 
a large 
collection of 
the N ationalist 
stam ps, 
some of 
which he estim ates in value from 
$50 to $100 each. 
Among the rarer stam ps printed 
by the Ottoman government dur­ 
ing the great war was that for the 
Dardanelle campaign and another 
for the Egyptian campaign. 
The 
latter stam p shows the Turkish sol­ 
dier crossing the Suez Canal but 
as the expedition ended in failure 
the 
lettering 
indentifying 
the 
stamps as of 
the 
Egyptian 
cam­ 
paign were later blocked out and 
they were 
used 
up 
as 
ordinary 
stamps. 
As in other countries of Europe, 
stam p collecting has its many de­ 
voted followers here. 
W hen late­ 
ly Kskishehr was occupied by the 
Greeks the first care of the local 
postm aster was to save his stock of 
rare stamps.
